Chnft  feemeth  to, have  over  been  in  the  di- 
vine purpofe.     No  remoteneA  of  place.-no 
diverfities    of    manne«,^„o  inequalities   of 
natural  or  acquired  endowment  appear  to  fur- 
nift  any  exception  to  this  great  plan  of  Pro- 
vidence.    Whatever  difficulties  m,y  occur  ir 
the  interpretaUpn  of  many  parts  of  the  Pro- 
pl>etic  writings,  and  whatever  period,  human 
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conjeaurc  may   affign  to  the   fulfillment  of 
thofe  which  are  yet  unaccompliflied, — the  ew- 
largcment  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  feems 
to  be  moft  diftinftly  and  unequivocally  en- 
joyncd  and  prediftcd.    To  cite  the  various 
and    repeated    pJ^ffages    which   point  to   this 
grand  purpofe,  we  are  not  called :    they  arc 
obvious  to  the  moft  curfory  reader,  and  leave 
very  little  room  for  difference  of  opinion  with 
regard  to  the  will  of  the  Almighty,  or  the 
courfe  of  adtion  b  be  purfued  in  confequencc. 
It  (hould  feem  alfo  that  th&  Imtrumentalitj/hy 
which  this  purpofe  is  to  be  fulfilled,  i^  de- 
fignated  with  equal  clearncfs  arid  earneftnefs. 
Various  external  circtimftances  may  either  pro- 
mote or  obftrudt  its  execution.     But  that  un- 
der all  thefe  diverfities  the  means  arc  uniform 
and  fimple  is  undeniably  marked  by  the  great 
Apoftle  of  the  Genfiles.     "  *  How  fhall  they 
«*  call  on  him   in   whom   they  have  not  be- 
<«  lieved  f  How  fliall  they  believe  in  him  of 
*'  whom   they   have  not  heard  ?    And  how 
"  (hall  they  /leflr  without  a  Preacher  ?  And 
**  how  (hall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent, 
^  as  it  is  written  how  beautiful  arc  the  feet 

•*  of 
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"  of  thofc  that  preach  the  Gofpel  of  Peace, 
**  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things  !'•' 

If  then  the  enlargement  of  the  Redeemer's 
Kingdom  refts  upon  divine  authority, — and  is 
promoted  by  human  instrummtality : — if  thofc 
are  indeed  the  dodtrines  of  the  holy  Scrip- 
tures,—no  confiderations   derived  from  other 
vl':;<fs   OT  motives  can    Be  fuccefsfolly  urged 
.guinft  them.— To  the  Chdft^n  convinced  of 
the   powei  and   providence  of    God,    it  will 
aiways   be  fufH':I-nt  to  fay,  '"*  Nay  but  C 
*'  nian  who  an  tiiou  v^rho  replieft  ag^inft  God  ?* 
Unhappily  however    for    the   human   Race, 
there  exifrs  among  thofe  who  are  immerfed 
in  the  intercfts  and  concerns  of  this  world  g 
conftant  wifh  and  effort  to  abate  and  dejpretiatc 
the  effivacy  and  the  force  of  the  principles  of 
that  holy  faith,  which  they  decline  openly  and 
direa:ly  to  oppofe.     This  mode  of  attack  it 
hath  been  of  late  years  the  peculiar  policy  of 
the  Enemies  of  Religion  to 'adopt. 

Thofe  who  feemingly  are:  not  reluaant  to 
acknowledge  the  pure  morality  which  the 
Gofpel  inculcates,— -the  benevolent  tendencies 
it  implants,  the  powerful  confolations  it  fup. 

pliejs 

'   •  RoJn.  IX.  20. 
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plies — flill  are  inclined  to  check  ail  cfForts 
and  exertions  by  which  it  may  bq  communis 
cated  to  thofe  upon,  whom  the  Sua  of  Right- 
coufnefs  hath  not  yet  rifen. 

It  is  therefore  expedient  upon  the  Confci- 
cntious  Members  of  a  Society  whofe  views 
are  fo  widely  diflindt  from  thofe  j.uA  adverted 
to, — to  recognise  ferioully,  to  fupport  man- 
fully, and  to  vindicate  with  a  zed  tempered 
but  not  abated  by  meeknefs  and  difcretion,  the 
reafons  and  authority  upon  which  this  prir 
mary  duty  of  our  Chriftian  profeffion  refts. 

It  is  admitted,  or  at  leaft  it  is  not  fteadily 
denied,  that  by  the  diffufion  of  Chriilianity, 
moral  happinefs  is  extended ;  and  moral  ai)d 
(in  a  multiplicity  of  inftances)   phyfical  Evil 
controuled  and  mitigated.     But   concerning 
the  degree  in  which  this  is  efteded,!  a  lati- 
tude of  opinion  is  affumed.     It  is  not  un*. 
frequently  contended  that  though  the  Gpfpel 
is  the  higheft  perfcdion  of  our  nature,  an^ 
bcft  adapted  to  the  regulation  of  our  con- 
dua:, — yet  that  from  many  fyftems  of  falfe 
Religion  very  falutary effeds  may  be  expelled; 
that  Superftition  is  always  innocent  and  fre« 
qucntly  beneficial :  that  in  many  of  its  modes, 

par- 
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part,culady  i„  Oriental  Countries,  are  con- 
tained *  thepureft  principles  of  Deifm.  brought 
iowi,  to  the  capacity  of  the  vulgar  by  fym. 
bols.  ceremonies,    and   external   rites  i-that 
the   refult  of  it  ferves  the  purpofe  of  civil 
order  as  well  as  a  more  perfeft  Greed,  and  is 
frequently  and  in  many  inftances  as  produ&ve 
of  morality  as  the  Gofpel  itfelf._But  fuch' 
opmions,  (and  fuch  are  veiy  commdnly  and 
very  confidently  advanced,)  will  not,  we  pre- 
fume,  bear  for  a  moment  to  be  confronted  with 

Scriptuxc—of  win  they  ftand  the  teft  of  Faa-. 

The  Scriptures  reprefent  the  ftate  of  Man 
unaffifted  by  the  Light  of  the  Gofpel  under 
the  fimihtude  of  ,  Being  "  +  fa  ,he  valley  of 
the  Ihadow  of  death."    They  do  not  coun- 
tenance any  comparifon  between  the  Gofpel 
and  other  fyftems  which  either  the  artifice  of 
Impoftors   or  the  policy  of  Legiflators  have 
devifed.    To  .efcue  then  our  fellow-creatures 
from  Idolatry  (even  confidered  in  its  temporal 
efl^efts  only)  is  to  refcue  them  from  the  de- 
tafement  of   their  paffions.  the  tyranny  tff 
their  Priefts.  aud  thfc  morbid  and  painful  me- 
i  lancholy

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lancholy  which  deprelTcs  th^ir  minds  daring 
the  domination  of  thcfc  malignant  Errors. 
Let  thofe  who  do  not  proceed  to  the  defpcrate 
length  of  difcarding  the  authority  of  Scrip- 
ture,--for  a  moment  attend  to  the  defcrip- 
tion  given  by  the  great  Apoftle  of  the  Heathen 
world  in  his  times,  including  the  moft  civil- 
izcd  parts  of  it.  He  exhibits  the  Gentiles  td 
our  view  as  filled  "  *  with  ill  unrighteoufnefs, 
-  fornication,— covctQufncfs,— full  of  envy^ 

"  murder,  deceit,^wi£hout  underftaiiding, — 
**  covenant-breakers,— without  natural  iffec 
'*  tion,—implaciblc— unmerciful." 

And  do  the  beft  authenticated ,  Reports  of 
thofe  who  have  colleded  informadon  concern- 
ing modern  Gentilifm,  reprefent  it  in  a-  more 
favourable  point  of  view  ?  Are  we  on  thefc 
documents  warranted  toefteemit  less  ihe  work 
of  Charity  to  convert  thofe  who  are  immerfed 
in  its  abyfs  from  the  error  of  their  way^,  than 
it  was  in  the  firft  ages  of  the  Gofpel  ?    Is  U 
ferioufly  advanced  that  thofe  evils  and  corrup- 
tions,  which  Philofophy  with  all  its  refine- 
ments,  could  not  abate,  are  to  be   reduced 
and  mitigated  by  a  barbarous  incoherent  my- 

thology,

Pyle  by  the  violence  and  fraud  and  vindidive 
anathemas  of  avaritious  priefts,  ftand  in  need 
of  no  kind  hand  to  refcue  her  from  this  cruel 
dcftru^ion?    *  Shall  the  tears  of  thefe  poor 
mourners  never  be  dried  up  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  that  moft  holy  faith  which  would  in- 
ftill  fentiments  of  tendernefs  and  compaflion, 
and  curb  the  taik-mafters  of  Superftition  from 
thofe  inhuman  exadions  ?    Do  not  the  various 
-j-  barbarities  which   are  exercifed  upon   the 
iic     and  aged^  by   the  perverted  habits   and 
maxims  of  their  Idolatry,  demand  a  remedy 
from  the  hands  of  thofe  who  are  fumiflied 
with  the  means  of  adminiftering  it  ? 

Do  not  the  monftrous  and  namelefs  Lufts 
which  invariably  make  a  part  of  their  mofl 
facred  rites  call  aloud  for  that  Purification 
which  Chriftian  Regeneration  can  alone  efFedt?

Arc  not  thefe  ufages  the  inventions  of  thofe 
who    po/fefs  and   obftinately  retain   the   do- 
minion over  them,  to  weigh  down  their  fpirits 
and  to  blind  their  ^^^^  for  ever?— A  total 
indiiFerencJe,  and  in  many  inftanccs  a  ftrong 
avcriion  to  carrying  the  Gofpel  ^mong  thefe 
poor  deftitutes,  can  only  be  grounded  on  this 
favourite    and  moft    mifchievous    maxim,— 
namely,  "  that  all  Religions  are  alike,"— that 
that  peculiar  kind  of  Supcrftition  which  arifes 
out  of  the  meafures  of  different  nations,  and 
accords  with  their  paffions  and  propenfities, 
IS  that  which  it  is   the  office  of  wifdom  and 
prudence  (for  duty  and  humanity  are  out  of 
ihe  queftion)  to  perpetuate  among  them. 

The  times  of  ignorance  among  the  Nations 
of  Antiquity  before  the  appearance  of  our 
Lord  upon  Earth,  God,  we  are  told  '*  *  vyinked 
at/'  But  we  have  no  reafon  to  fuppofc  that 
after  he  has  interpofed  in  the  falvation  of  the 
World  by  fo  fignal  an  interference,  as  the  facri- 
fice  and  fufferings  of  his  Son,  he  will  acqui- 
efce  in  the  permanence  of  thofe  baleful  errors 
which  it  was  the  very  purpose  of  this  transcend^ 
mt  mercy  to  remove.     Chrift  came  to  deftroy 
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the  works  of  the  Devil,  and  we  are  told  that 
all  **  the  Gods  of  the  Heathen  are  Devils." 

The  Zeal  of  the  Lord  of  Hofts  is  not 
flackened,  however  the  views  of  a  falfe  and 
jfhort-fightcd  Policy  may  have  caufe4  the  love 
of  many  to  wax  cold. — If  the  rewards  of  the . 
Gofpel  follow  the  tempers  of  the  Gofpel  (a 
truth  not  eafily  difproved)  the  depraved  habits 
which  falfe  Religion  generates  muft  deprive 
its  votaries  of  that  heavenly  Inheritance  which 
the  New  Teftament  declares  to  belong  to  be- 
lievers only.  We  pray  daily  **  that  God's  king- 
dom may  come,"  and  have  we  authority  to 
conclude  that  the  Limits  of  that  Kingdom  are 
wider  than  the  profclTion  of  the  Gofpel  ? 

It  is  not  for  us  to  attempt  to  fathom  the 
counfels  of  the  Almighty,  or  to  prefumc  to 
enquire  into  the  effeds  which  he  has  annexed 
to  an  ignorance  of  his  Difpenfations.  All  his 
movements  we  know  are  in  wifdom  and 
mercy.  But  alTuredly  thofe  deprived  of  the 
faith  of  Chrift  are  rcpr^fented  to  be  deprived- 
of  privileges  ?nd  benefits  of  unfpeakable  value 
in  Eternity,  Of  one  thing  we  are  certain  :  that 
upon  thofe  who  are  enabled  to  enlighten  the 
ignorance  of  their  fellow  creatures,  and  do  it 

not. 
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not,_will  thefe  deprivations  both  in  time  and 
eternity  be  charged  ;_and  in  the  awful  and 
emphatic?!  language  of  hoiy  writ—"  *  from 
"  them  will  their  blood  be  required." 

We  cannot  then,  I  conceive,  fail  of  difcern- 
ing  the  grounds  upon  which  thofe  high  duties 
reft  which  we  are  this  day  met  to  recognife. 
and,  I  truft,  to  perform. 

I  cannot  help  mentioning  however  that  ob^ 
jeftions  have  of  late  been  ftarted.  which  are 
calculated  to  enervate,-if  not  totally  to  pro- 
icribe  all  efforts  in  this  glorious  and  beneficent 
undertaking,  particularly   in  our'  widely   ex- 
tended Oriental  Dominions..   Before  however 
we  abandon  a  defign  fo  clofely  conneflcd  with 
our  profeffion,-before  we  make  conceffions 
to  the  open  adverfaries  of  our  holy  faith,  it 
becometh  us  to  paufe  at  leaft,  and  to  weigh 
them  ,n  the  balance  of  God's  word,  and  of 
found  experience.     The  great  difficulty  of  the 
ta/k.s  urged  as  a  difcouragement.-and  the 
obftmate  adherence  of   the  Natives   to  their 
antient  Superftition,  is  held  out  as  an  invin- 
cible  barrier  to   all   our   efforts.     But  in  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  the  Cightcft  begin- 
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nings  and  moll  feeble  attempts  have  ever  pro- 
duced eiFeds  which  no  human  forcfight  could 
anticipate.     It  may  be  advanced  in  oppo^tioa 
to  this, — that  our  efforts  are  merely  human, 
accompanied  by  no  miraculous  powers  in  thofe 
pcrfons  whofe  inilrumentality  is  employed.  To 
this  it  may  fairly  be  anfwered,  that  a  duty  en- 
joined is  permanent  and  obligatory,  whatever 
may  be  the  degrees  of  afliflance  granted  to  us 
in  the  performance  of  it, — and  that  although  no 
77iiraculous  powers  are  imparted — the  divine  fur- 
therance and  afiiftance  will  not  be  with-held, — 
and  that  God  in  divers  manners  as  well  as  at 
sundiy  times,  co-operates  with*  thofe  who  are 
employed  in  his  work  :  and  if  the  Arm  of  the 
Almighty  be  with  us,  (as  we  have  the  furc 
word  of  Prophecy  that  it   is)    we  need   not 
concern  ourfelves  about  the  mode  in  which  it 
is  exerted  ? 

Great  fears  are  alfo  entertained  of  the  jealoufy 
which  fuch  a  defign  may  excite  among  the  na- 
tives and  other  inhabitants  of  thofe  diftant 
regions:  and  apprehenfions  are  expreffed  leaft 
our  Empire  there  fhould  be  fliaken  to  its 
foundation  by  our  compliance  with  the  divine 

injuudions. 

AiTuredly 
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Afluredly  it  becomes  us  to  ufe  difcretion, 
prudence  and  forefight,  and  to  proceed  in  this 
great  work  by  gradual  advances,— waiting  for 
times  and  opportunities  which  even  the  firft 
preachers  of  the  Gofpel  did  not  difdain  to 
obferve. 

Our  Miffionaries  are  called  upon  to  com- 
bine  •«  the  wifdom  of  the  Serpent  with  the 
innocente  of  the  Dove."  But  this  relates  to 
the  mode  of  accomplifhing  our  purpofe,  and 
not  to  the  purpofe  itfelf.  .  We  never  can  be 
juftificd  in  the  fight  of  our  xMaker  in  aban- 
doning  a  known  and  important  duty  for  fear  of 
performing  it  imprudently  or  unikillfully.  , 

It  may  be  added  that  the  great  and  tried 
moderation  of  the  English  Church,  and  its 
remotenefs  either  from  Fanaticifm  or  Super- 
ftition,  may  be   prefumed  to  guard  Mifllon- 

aries  fen t  out  from  its  bofom  from  either  of ; 
thefe  excefTes. 

Confidering  therefore  the  great  bleffings 
which  God,  amidft  the  wreck  of  all  the  other 
nations  of  Europe,  hath  ftill  preferved  and 
continued  to  us,— and  the  eminent  and  con- 
fpicuous  protection  he  hath  afforded  us  for  a 
»«^n^  ^-visww  iiwui   liiai  ueitruction  which  the 
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common  Foe  of  all  mankind  has  dealt  around 
us, — it  becometh  us  to  demonftrate  a  zeal  for 
every  undertaking  in  which  his  honour  is 
concerned,  and  the  furtherance  of  Chrift's 
Gofpel  promoted,  in  every  part  of  the  v^^idely 
diftant  and  extended  Dominion  he  hath  com^ 
mitted  to  us. 

This  is  our  Prudence.  This  our  Policy.  In 
full  convidion  of  this,  let  not  the  poor  Afri- 
can in  our  Weftern  Ifles,  or  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  banks  of,  the  Indus  or  Ganges,  be  de- 
prived through  our  felfiOinefs  or  indifference 
of  that  holy  faith  which  God  hath  eftablifhed 
in  its  pureft  form^  and  in  its  moft  beautiful 
fimplicity  in  thefe  Realms. 

The  Events  of  the  times  in  which  W€  live 
more  than  ever  demonflrate  how  vain  the 
ilrongeft  Bulwarks  are,  without  the  proteaion 
of  Almighty  God,  which  protedlion  can  alone 
be  fecured  by  obeying  bis  will,  and  executing 
his  purpofes  as  difcoverabie  in  the  holy  Scrip- 
tures. 

Let  us  ferioufly  remember  that  by  our  ac- 
tivity and  vigilance  in  this  great  work  of  con- 
verfion, — or  by  backwardnefs  or  averfion  to  it, 
wc  declare  in  the  ftrongcll  and  moil  emphati- 

cal 
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cal  manner  in  the  fight  of  the  Heathen,  either 
our  Veneration,  or  (I  dread  the  exprcffion) 
our  contempt  for  the  Gofpel  of  Chrift. 

May  God  grant  that  by  our  pious  labours, 
which  never  can  be  in  vain  in  the  Lord,  we 
may  be  thought  worthy  to  pierce  beyond  the 
furrounding  gloom,  and  the  anxious  and  fear- 
ful forebodings  of  the  things  which  are  af- 
furedly  coming  upon  the  Earth,— and  by  faith 
to  anticipate   that    blefled   period    when  the 
"  fullneis  of  the  Gentiles  fhall  come  in,  *  and 
"  the   kingdoms  of  this   world   become  the 
'*  kingdoms  of  the  Lord  and  his  Chrift."  f

OosPEL   IN  Foreign    Parts;  >r    the  re^ 
ceivmg,  managing,   and  dtfpofmg  of  the  contri^ 
butions  offuch  perfons  as  would  be  induced  to 
extend  thetr  charity  towards  the  Maintenance  of 
a   Learned  and  an  Orthodox  Clergy,  and  the 
mahng  offuch  other provtfion  as  might  be  neceffhry 
for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gofpel  in  Foreign  Parts, 
upon  information,  that  in  many  of  our  Vla^^ 
tations,   Colonies,    and  Factories  be- 
yond the  feas,  the  provifon  for  Minifters  was 
mean,   and  many  other  of  our  faid  Planta- 
tions,    Colonies,    and   Factories,    were 
wholly  unprovided  of  a  maintenance  for  Mimfers, 

and 
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and  the  public  worjhlp  of  God\  and  that,  for  lack 
of  fupport  and  maintenance  of  fuch,  many  of 
bis  loving  fubjeSis  wanted  ihe  admlnljiratlon  of 
God's  Word  and  Sacraments,  and  feemed  to  be 
abandoned  to  Athetfm  and  Infidelity,  and  others  of 
them  to  Poplfi  Superjiltlon  and  Idolatry. 

'  The  Society  was  oompofed,  by  the  Charter, 
of  the  Chief  Prelates  and  Dignitaries  of  the 
Church,  and  of  feveral  other  Lords,  and  emi- 
nent perfons  in  the  State,  with  a  power  to  eledt, 
from  time  to  time,  fuch  others  to  be  Members

people,  as  occafigns  require  j  and  in  Gratuitiei 
for  extraordinary  fervjceSf  And  as  the  Society 
generally  receive  froni  their  Miffionaries  ac- 
counts of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  ftate 
of  their  feveral  iV.  lons,  it  is  thought  proper 
to  pubiiili  the  fojlowing  Abfr^act  of  fuch 
informations  as  were  received  from  the  Mif-^ 
fiooaries  in  the  year  j8o8. 
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Newfoundland, 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Harries,  Miffionary  at  St. 
John's,  has  returned  thanks  to  the  Society  for 
4  laFge  fupply  of  Religious  Books  and  Trads, 
all  of  which  he  has  diftributed,  and  has  re- 
queued a  finjilar  feledlion  this  year,  which 
have  been  granted  to  him.  In  the  courfe  of 
the  fummer,  he  vifited  feveral  of  the  Out 
Ports— Fortune  Bay,  Bay  Bulls,  and  Ferry- 
land— where  a  Proteftant  Minifter  is  much 
wanted,  the  people  in  thofe  places  being  funk 
into  moft  lamentable  ignorance.  In  attempt* 
jpg  to  go  as  far  as  Hermitage  Bay,  he  met 
with  a  dreadful  gale  of  wind,  which  greatly 
injured  the  veflel,  and  being  300  miles  diflant 
from  home,  he  judged  it  prudent  to  return. 
The  duties  of  his  Mifllon  encrcafe  faft  upon 
hini.  The  influx  of  people  from  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  and  the  Out  Ports,  into 
Si.  John's  Harbor,  has  been  lately  prodigious. 
During  the  lad  year,  he  baptifed  93,  married 
37  couple,  and  buried  146.  Communicants 
U7, 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Anfpach,  MifSonary  at  Har* 
bor  Grace  and  Carboneer,  has  acquainted  the 
Society  in  his  letter  of  the  2d  of  December 
laft,  that  the  refult  of  his  humble  endeavours 
ilj  the  difcharge  of  his  duty  has  been  en- 
couraging.      The  great  change,   which   has 

taken 
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taken  place  in  the  manner  of  obferving  the 
Lord's  Day  and  in  the  condudt  and  habits  of 
parents  and  children,  evinces  in  his  opinion 
the  utility  of  the  Sunday  School,  which  is 
attended  by  twelve  Boys  and  nine  Girls^  and 
is  conduced,  as  well  as  the  Day  School,  with 
great  care  and  afTiduity,  by  Mf .  Lampen.  He 
enclofes  the  following  Notitia :  Baptifms  60, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  Bay  24 — Marriages 
26-^Burials  11.  Eight  have  been  added  to 
the  Communicants. 

.  The  Rev.  Mn.  Clinch,  MifliOnary  at  Trinity, 
has  acquainted  the  Society,  that  according  to 
his  ufual  cuftom,  he  has  vifited  the  Out  Ports 
in  the  Bay.  At  each  place,  he  read  Prayers, 
and  preached  to  the  inhabitants,  fervants,  and 
fifliermen.  At  Bay  De  Verds,  a  Fifliing  Har- 
bor, at  the  entrance  of  Conception  Bay,  altho' 
moftly  inhabited  by  Roman  Catholics,  be  bap- 
tized 2  Adults  and  2 1  Infants,  and  married  4 
couple*  That  Mr.  Thomas,  the  Schoolmafter, 
difcharges  his  truft  with  unremitting  atten- 
tion* His  Notitia  at  Trinity  ftands  thus  :

pe(fled,  will  be  ready  for  him  this  fpring.  His

The  Rev,  Mr.  Perkins,  Afliflant  to  Mr.  Bailey 
at  Annapolis  and  Clements,   in  his  letter  of 
the  30th  of  June  laft,  returns  thanks  for  the 
Books^  fent  to  him  by  the  Society.     As  Mr. 
Bailey's    infirmities  were   encreafing,    he   had 
performed  duty  at  both  Churches  everv  Sun. 
day,  in  which  he  found  little  difficulty,  the 
diftance  being  but  eight  miles,  and  the' roads 
good.      That    the    School     flouriflies    under 
Mr.   Corbitt.      The    Catechumens,    with   the 
addition  of  Mifs  Bailey's  fcholars,  amount  to 
near  70.     The  people  of  Clements  have  painted 
their   Church   at    the  expence  of  .£40,   and 
both  Pariflies  feem  difpofed  to  do  every  thin^ 
in  their,  power   to  promote  the  profperity  of 
the   Church.     In  the  courfe  of  the  year   he 
baptiged  at  Annapolis   i4-~^t  Clements  :^o— 
married  4.   couple  at  each  place ;  and  baried 
at  Annapolis  1 1— at  Clements  3.     The  Com- 
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The  Society  have  fince  received  information 
of  the  death  of  their  Miflionary  Mr.  Bailey—- 
an  able*  diligent,  ^d  exemplary  Labourer  in 
the  Vineyard.  He  had  been  nearly  half  a 
century  in  the  Society's  fervice. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  King,  late  MifTionary  at  Rav^ 
don  and  Douglas,  has  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment of  Principal  of  the  Academy  at  Wind* 
for — a  fituation  which,  he  fays,  he  had  re- 
peatedly refufed  in  happier  days  -,  but  was  in- 
duced to  it  to  divert  his  grief  for  the  lofs  of 
an  amiable  wife,  and  to  provide  better  for 
four  young  children.  He  confeffes  to  the 
Society  that  he  had  unfeigned  concern  at  part- 
ing with  a  people  among  v/horn  he  fpent  ten 
years  in  much  harmony  and  aifedtion.  He 
left  the  Houfe,  Garden,  and  Glebe  in  com- 
pleat  order;  and  he  has  no  doubt  but  the 
Churchwardens  and  Veftry  will  take  good 
care  of  every  thing  till  the  Miflion  be  again 
filled.  He  returns  the  Society  his  moft  fin- 
cere  thanks  for  many  proofs  of  their  attention 
and  kindntfs,  and  his  prayer  to  the  Almighty 
is,  that  he  will  blefs  their  pioils  zeal,  and 
fend  a  fupply  of  faithful  labourers  for  his 
fervice. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Weeks,  Miflionary  at  Guyf- 
'boro'  aflurcs  the  Society  of  the  f^tish&xoti  he 
receives  in  the  ufual  courfe  of  duty,  and  con- 
ftantly  meeting  a  large  and  well  behaved  Con- 
gregation, 
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gregation,  which  is  ftil!  encrcai5ng.  That 
there  were  50  Communicants  at  Eafter,  of 
whom  7  were  new.  M  Tracadie  the  number 
of  black  families  is  23'-.the  children  38,  r8 
of  whom  can  anfwer  any  aueftion  in  the  Ca- 
techifm.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bylfcs,  MifTionaryat  St.  John's, 
complains  of  the  encreafing  infirmities  of 
age;  but  receives,  much  fatisfadion  from  the 
exemplary  conduft  and  approved  fervices  of 
Jiis  Aflirtant  Mr.  Roger  Viets,  jun.  During 
the  laft  fix  months,  his  Baptiims  were  07 ; 
Marriages  12;  Funerals  14. 

The  Rev.  Elias  Scovil,  Afliftant  at  Kinofton, 
nas  acquainted  the  Society  with  his   father's 
death,  which  happened  on  the   19th  of  De- 
cember laft.     He   was  a  very  old  Miffionary 
of  the  Society,  having  been  employed  in  their 
iervice  nearly   fifty  years.     His  fon   has  ear- 
ncflly  requelled  the  Society  to  appoint  him  to 
that  Miflion,  with  which  they  have  the  more 
readily  complied,  as  the  Bifhop  of  Nova  Scotia 
had  recommended  it  foon  after  he  was   made 
Afliftant,  and  his  charader  and  condud  fince, 
juftly  entitl-  him  to  this  mark  oi'  the  S'  ciety's 
approbation  and  favour.     He  informs  the  So- 
ciety that    a  rjranf-   haa  Ki»^n  1^.»«1,,  ^U«.„: i   r 

certain  Lands  he   formerly    defcribcd   as   rc- 
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fervcd  for  the  Church,  which  contain  450 
acres,  with  200  for  the  School.  At  prefent 
they  will  be  of  little  profit  to  a  Miflionary ; 
but  the  Wardens  and  Veftry  propofe  to  have 
a  part  of  the  Glebe  Land  divided  into  fmall 
lots  and  leafed  out.  The  Parifhioners  have 
entered  into  a  fubfcription  towards  the  repair 
of  the  Church,  for  which  they  have  colleded 
materials,  and  hope  to  finifh  the  work  next 
fummer.  In  the  laft  half  year,  he  baptized  6 1 
Infants  and  6  Adults,  and  buried  20. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Andrews,  Miflionary  at 
St.  Andrew's,  in  his  two  letters  to  the  Society, 
gives  this  account  of  his  Miflion,  and  of  the 
School  at  St.  Stephen's.  That  the  School 
flourifhed  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Clarke,  who 
had  more  than  40  fcholars ;  but  that  he  re- 
moved laft  June  to  his  father's  to  cgmpleat  his 
preparation  for  holy  orders.  Mr.  Andrews  was 
not  able  to  fupply  his  place  till  the  ift  of  Oc- 
tober laft,  when  he  placed,  with  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Diftridt,  Mr.  Ebenezer  Bugbee  in 
the  School  Houfe,  who  complies  with  the  di- 
rections of  the  Society,  is  a  good  Englifli 
fcholar,  of  a  fober  life  and  converfation,  and 
gives  full  fatisfa«ftion  in  the  School.  He 
therefore  begs  the  Society  to  confirm  his  ap- 
pointment, whicn  they  have  done.  Mr.  ^n- 
dn  s  further  adds,  that  no  place  feems  more 
to  require  the  eftablifhment  of  a  Miflion  than 
St.  Stephen's,  which  is  fituated  at  the  head  of 
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the  Navigation  upon  the  River  St.  Croix, 
where  there  is  now  a  very  refpe(5lablc  Congrega- 
tion. The  Tovirn  encreafes  rapidly,  and  at  pre- 
fent  contains  more  inhabitants  than  any  other 
Town  in  the  Prc'ince,  except  St.  John.  The 
Parifh  would  fecure  to  the  Miffionary  X30  a 
year,  and  the  Glebe  is  worth  £2^  fterling 
more.  Mr.  Andrews  performs  his  doty  with 
the  Tame  puncfluality  as  heretofore;  but  from 
age  and  infirmities  has  not  been  able  this  year 
to  vifit  the  Out  PariOics.  His  Notida,  there- 
fore, he  fays,  is  fmaller ;  being  only  28  Bap- 
tilms,  10  Marriages,  and  4  Burials.  Com- 
municants 53. 

Caoc  Breton. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Twining,  Miflionary  at  Syd- 
ney, in  his  letter  of  September  10,  1808,  ac- 
quaints the  Society,  that  nothing  material  has 
occurred  in  his  Miflion.  The  Church  remains 
as  it  was,  with  little  pr  dt  of  it's  bting 
foon  hniflied.  That  there  are  many  Settle- 
ments on  the  north-weft  coaft,  which  he  can- 
not vifit  without  a  velTel :  but  he  made  an 
excurfion  of  about  100  miles  in  the  fummer  to 
Granby  and  Mira  Bay,  where  there  are  about 
20  Families,  and  \vh-re  he  baptized  jo  chil- 
dren. His  Parochial  Notitia  for  the  laft  year 
is,  as  follo^/s:  Baptifms  36;  Marriages  121 
and  Burials  10.     Communicants  17. 
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upper  and  Lower  Canada. 

The  Bifliop  of  Quebec  has  intbrmcd  the 
Society  that  the  Rev.  Mr,  Rudd,  the  MilTionary 
at  WilHam  Henry,  died  early  in  the  lalt  year, 
and  is  fucceeded  by  Mr.  Bradford,  of  Chat- 
ham. Thai  it  is  the  defign  of  Government  t^ 
eftablifli  a  Minifter  at  Gafpc  vi^ith  the  ufual 
falary,  to  which  place  alfo  the  Bifhop  hopes 
that  the  Bounty  of  the  Society  will  be  ex- 
tended. That  there  is  uo  Settlement  in  thofe 
Provinces  in  (which  a  Clergyman  is  mofc 
wanted,  and  none  which  has  more  unequivo- 
cally nianifefted  an  intention  to  do  all  that 
can  rcafonably  be  expedled  towards  his  main- 
tenance and  comfort.  The  Society  will  gladly 
contribute  their  afiillance  whenever  a  Miflion- 
ary  can  be  found  for  that  place. 

The  Rev,  Dr.  Stuart,  Miflionary  at  Kingfton, 
acquaints  the  Society  that  their  Church  is 
compleatly  ^ finished,  and  the  burying  ground 
cnclofed  by  a  Hone  wall.  That,  as  the  Mo- 
hawks are  now  well  difpofed  to  receive  a 
Schoolmafter,  he  is  in  treaty  with  a  perfon 
whom  he  thinks  fuitable  for  that  flation.  In 
the  courfe  of  the  year,  he  has  baptized  35 
Infants  and  2  Adulrs,  and  buried  7. 

at  York,  writes  to  the  Society  that  his  Con- 
gregation 
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'gregation  has  encrcafed,  and  the  ftat«  ofwoc 
Miflian  as  '^^fperous  as  oouid  be  ex^et^ed. 
A  pulpit  has  been  lercaed  in  the  Churd^i 
mhi<ih  coft  Xflf^Curn^ncy.  The  Oatedhetkrfl 
Inftniftion  hns  been  ittended  to'every  Sunday 
aifternoon.

The  Society  have  received  intelligence  fr6m 
Mr.  AM^ioTif  Mi^Tianary  at  Nia^tlra,  of  the 
death  of  Capta  n  Brant,  the  gfcat  Chief  of 
the  Mohawks,  in  December  laft. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Stewart  is  fettled  .at  St. 
Amand  and  Mr.  Cotton  at  Diiriham.  T^^ie  for- 
mer has  written  two  Itstter^  to  the  Society. 
From  the  firft,  dated  April  22,  r8o8,  they 
iearn  that  he  reached  Quebec  m  iht  27th  Sep-  . 
ictnber,  1807,  ftayed  there  and  at  M(5ntreal 
fome  days,  aud  arrived  at  St.  Aiftafld  ^  tiie 
2ift  of  Oaober,  which  is  70  tniks  fowth-eaft 
from  Montreal.  On  the  28^h  he  proceeiie^ 
to  the  eaft  part  of  the  Pariki  of  St.  A-ajiWii*, 
eighteen  miles  in  length  and  four  wide. 
It  was  fome  time  before  he  could  procttr^  a 
place  fit  for  Public  Worfhipj  but  at  length  a 
imall  School  Houfe  was  fixe<l  on  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  in  which  he  firft  performed  Di-  ine  Ser- 
vice on  the  29th  of  November.  That  the  in- 
habitants  of  that  part  of  St.  Amand  have  con- 
traded  for  the  building  of  •  fuitablc  Church 
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in  a  good  fituation.  The  flt^  and  two  acres 
of  land  have  l;)een  given  by  Meffrs.  Trelf^iglf. 
He  h..d  baptized  3  Adults  (each  the  parent  of 
feveral  children)  and  26  Infants,  and  married 
2  couple.  At  Chriftmas  Day  there  were  9 
Communicants  and  at  Barter  23.  He  con- 
cludes by  faying,  that  with  faith  in  Chrift 
and  gratitude  to  God,  under  the  continuance 
of  his  blefling,  he  confiders  his  Million  as  a 
flouriftiing  one.  He  requefts  foine  Prayer 
jBooks,  Bibles,  and  Teflaments,  which  have 
been  granted. 

In  his  fecond  letter,  dated  November  5, 
180.8,  he  writes,  that  his  fituation  continues 
.to  be  fatisfadtory  to  him,  and  he  believes  pror 
fitable  to  the  Church.  That  various  circum- 
flances  have.arifen  to  impede  the  progrefs  of 
their,  pew  Church,  but  he  hopes  that  after 
Chriftftias  it  would  be  fi^  ,jr  Divine  Service. 
As  Mr.  Cotton  removed  into  the  Townfhip  of 
;Dunham  from  the  weft  end  of  that  Parifli  before 
lafl  May  5  iince  the  beginning  of  that  month  he 
had  attended  to  the  Congregation  there.  The 
places  of  Public  Worfhip  are  ten  miles  apart. 
Since  the  2 ad  of  April,  he  has  baptized  at  the 
eaft  end  of  St.  Amand  i  Adult  and  1 1  Chil- 
dren, married  7  couple,  ami  buried  2  Chil- 
dren. At  the  weft  end  of  St.  Amand  he  has 
baptized  9  Children :  And  in  Vermont  State 
he  haotized  ?  Children. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Cotton,  Miffionary  at  Dun- 
ham, has  acquainted  the  Society  in  his  letter 
iJP'the  30th  of  September  laft,  that  he  re- 
moved to  that  place  in  the  fpring.  fmce  which 
Divine  Service-  has  been  regularly  performed 
in  the  houfe  of  a  refpedable  fettler,  with 
whom  he  now  refides.  *An  acre  of  land  has 
lately  been  granted  for  building  a  temporary 
Church,  and  for  a  Burying  Ground,  which 
will  accommodate  the  greater  part  of  the  in- 
habitants. He  has  found  the  people  in  ge- 
neral very  attentive  to  the  Service,  but  greatly  " 
embarraffed  for  want  of  Books ;  'which  the 
Society  have  ordered  to  be  fent  to  him.  He 
had  baptized  6;  married  4  couple;  but  no 
funeral. 
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The  Society  having  of  late  years  found  great 
difficulty  in  prevailing  with  proper  Clergymen 
to  go  abroad  in  their  fervice,  and  conceiving 
that  one  caufe  of  this  difinclination  arifes  from 
an  ignorance  of  the  whole  of  the  Emoluments 
and,  Ad  vantages  annexed  to  the  fituation  of  a 
Miffionary  in  the  Colonies  to  which  they  are 
fent,  have  thought  it  proper  to  publifh  the  fol- 
lowing more  full  account  than  what  appears 
in  the  general  Amiual  Abflraa  of  their  Pro- 
ceedings. 

The 
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The  Colonies  to  which  the  Society  ren<i  out 
Mifliof>ari«5*  are  thefe  followitig  :  Ncwfoundf- 
land,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunfwiek  (latdfy 
taken  fronFi  Nova  Scotia),  Upper  and  Lower 
Canada,  Cape  Breton,  the  Bahanf>a  IllandSj  and 
Africa. 

It  may  be  ufeful  to  notice,  tliat  before  thft 
Society  fend  out  a  Clergynnfan  to  any  new 
place,  the  people  firft  petition  the  Society  to 
do  it,  and  fignify  that  th«y  are  able  and  wil- 
ling to  contribute  towards  the  Miffionary's 
fupport.  In  general,  it  is  required  that  a 
Church  be  built,  a  Glebe  fecurcd,  a  Parfon- 
age  Houfe  eredted,  and  a  fubfcription  entered 
into  by  the  peopk  themfelves,  or  fuch  En- 
gagements made  as  may  induce  the  Society  to 
eftablifh  aMiffion  before  they  are  compleated  5 
but  where  the  people  have  failed  in  the  per- 
formance, the  Mifiionary  has  been  removed  to 
anothf  **  flation. 

Upon  the  opening  of  a  new  MifTion,  the 
Society  grant  a  yearly  Salary  of  -£^50.  After- 
wards, it  is  incrcafed  or  diminifhcd  accordi-ng 
as  circumllanccs  may  feem  to  require,  the 
Glebe  lands  being  in  fome  places  of  more 
value  than  in  others.  Half  a  y  ir's  Salary  is 
advanced  to  each  Miflionary  upon  his  going 
abroad,  and  an  allowance  made  towards  the 
charge  of  the  voyage,  generally  about  <£'30. 

Ikfides  this,  great  aid  has  been  afforded  by 
Government  towards  carrying  on  the  pious 
defigns  of  the  Society.     In  the  Province  of 

Nova 
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Nova  Scotia  thirteen  Miffionaries  now  enjoy 
an  annual  Salary  from  Government  of  cf/o  or 
'£'7S-  I"  New  Brunfwick  eight  Miffionaries 
have  each  c£  1 00  a  year.  To  the  Miffionary 
at  Cape  Breton  ^100  a  year  is  allotted.  And 
to  five  Miffionaries  in  Newfoundland  £c^o  a 
iCear,  with  fome  allowance  of  ratios,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  Society's  Salary  of  efioo. 

The  Miffionaries  in  Canada  have  each  of 
them  an  annual  Salary  of  c£ioo  from  Govern- 
ment, and  no  one  has  lefs  than  .£'50  from 
the  Society.  The  other  growing  advantages 
from  Glebe,  Subfcription,  and  other  Contin- 
gencies, cannot  be  accurately  ftated,  as  they 
muft  be  fubjed,  from  many  caufcs,  to  varia- 
tion and  uncertainty,  aiid  will  be  governed  in 
fome  refpeds  by  the  abilities  of  the  people, 
and  the  eftimation  in  which  the  Miffionary  is 
held.  ^ 

In  addition  to  this  it  fhould  be  obferved, 
that  the  Society,  ever  attentive  to  the  neceffi- 
ties  of  their  Miffionaries,  have  been  accuf- 
tomed,  as  occafions  have  required,  to  reward 
the  diligent  for  any  extraordinary  fervices,  and 
to  alleviate  the  diflreffies  of  thofe  who  have 
been  afflided  with  ficknefs,  or  fuftained  any 
unforefeen  loffies  or  calamities,,  by  pecuniary 
Gratuities. 

There  is  alfo  fome  provifion,  from  an  accu- 
mulation on  a  Legacy  of  Archbiffiop  Tenifon 
(the  annual  intereil:  of  which  now  amounts  to 
nearly  06^300)  for  **  fuch  Miffionaries,  being 

F  *'  English'^ 
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'*  Englishmen,  and  of  the  Province  of  Canter^ 
**  bury,  as  have  been  by  unavoidable  acci- 
**  dents,  ficknefs,  or  other  infirmities  of  the 
«*  body,  or  old  age,  difabled  from  the  per- 
**  formancc  of  their  duties,  and  forced  to  re- 
*«  turn  to  England,**  Three  Miilionaries  have 
lately  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  it. 

Thefe,  with  fome  other  occafional  advan- 
tages, are  the  encouragements  held  out  by  the 
Society  to  fuch  pious  and  well  difpofed  Cler- 
gymen as  are  willing  to  enter  into  their  fer- 
viec. 


K?  The  Society  taking  into  their  ferious  con-

And  the  Society  requeft  all  perfons  concerned, 
that  they  recommend  no  man  out  of  favour  or

,v(rit:h  a  fincere  regard  to  the  honour  of  Almighty 
God,  and  our  blefTed  Savi  uRj  as  they  tender 
jthe  intereft  of  the  Chriftian  Religion,  and  the 
good  of  mens  fouls. 

But  if  any  perfon  (hould  appear  abroad  in 
the  charader  of  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of 
Mngland,  and  difgrace  that  profeffion  by  im- 
proper behavior,  the  Society  defire  their  friends  ' 
to  examine,  if  they  can,  into  his  Letters  of 
Orders,  and  to  infpecft  the  lift  of  the  Mii- 
fionaries  annually  publiftied  by  the  Society,  by 
which  if  it  fhould  be  found,  that  he  came 
thither  with  their  knowledge  ;  they  will,  upon 
due  information,  put  away  from  them  that  wicked 
ferfon.
